In a resolution that said the 
breaks already have spread to 
a point with Which the city is 
financially unable to cope, the 
city urged the state to desig- 
nate Granite City as a flood 
disasterarea under which it 
would be eligible for funds 
from the U. S. Office of Emer- 
gency Preparedness if and 
when Illinois is listed by the 
President « disaster area. 

The’ action came after 
Street Superintendent Lion- 
el Portell told the council 
that eight breaks in. sani- 
tary sewer lines have now 
developed in the Nameoki 
area and that repairs are 
impossible due to a high 
water table ranging as high 
as five feet. above the depth 
of the broken lines. 

An inspection of ground 
water problems was made 
last week by Pete Garrison 
of Stang Hydronics Co., 
Tulsa, Okla., who noted 
that the high stage of the 
Mississippi river makes it 
impossible to dewater the 
ground around the sewer 
breaks, Portell told the 
council. 

The city has f€nted a num- 
ber of “well points’. from the 
hydronics firm, but their use 
in efforts to pump the water 
from the ground around the 
breaks has proven ineffective 
so far, the street superintendent

Refunds 
delayed 


Refunds to individuals of 1971 
personal property taxes totaling 
$1.3 millions in Madison County 
— approximately $350,000 of it 
paid by Quad-City taxpayers— 
have been held up by County 
Treasurer George Musso as the 
result of an Illinois Supreme 
Court order temporarily halting 
the payment by Illinois coun- 
ties. \ 

The personal property tax 
funds which were paid under a 
protest made statewide by for- 
mer Governor Richard B. Ogil- 
vie because of litigation over 
the constitutionality of a 1970 
referendum abolishing the per- 
sonal property tax on individu- 
als, have been held in escrow 
since their collection in 1972. 

County collectors throughout 
the state had been preparing 
to make tax refunds on the ba- 
sis of a circuit court ruling 
handed down in Cook County in 
connection with a suit filed by 
the Illinois Agricultural Associ- 
ation asking that such refunds 
be ordered. 

Musso said he received a no- 
tice Friday from the Illinois De- 
partment of Local Government 
Affairs that refunds should be | 
held up on the basis of the Su- 
preme Court ruling. 

In its action on the agricul- 
tural association suit, the state 
Supreme Court took ‘“supervis- 
ory jurisdiction,” that is, it act- 
ed upon its own initiative with- 
out one of the parties having 
appealed the ruling from the 
circuit court.

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Sales tax cuts proposed, two hearings scheduled

Springfield — Sales tax pro 
posals to cut the present levels 
will be the subject of two pub- 
lic hearings by a special sub- 
committee of the Senate. 

The subcommittee is being 
headed by Sen. David C. Shapi- 
ro, R-Amboy. The ‘first hearing 
is slated for Friday in Spring- 
field and the second one will be 
Monday in Chicago. Shapiro is 
the chairman of the Senate Rev- 
enue Subcommittee on Sales 
‘Tax Reductions, Credits and Al- 
lowances. 


Several legislative proposals 
have been tossed info the hop- 
per for consideration during this 
current session of the 78th: Gen- 
eral Assembly. Bills to cut back 
the sales tax on food and medi- 
cines have already cleared the 
House. They are being spon- 
sored by House Speaker W. 
Robert Blair, R-Park Forest. 
Sen. Stanley B. Weaver, R-Ur- 
bana, has some in the Senate. 


In all there are some seven 
proposals on the matter. Be- 
sides those that call forsa di- 
rect cutback in the present lev- 


els, there are some bills that 
seek to give credit for sales 
teaes paid through checkoffs on 
the state income tax. 

Gov. Daniel Walker has said 
he favors some type of tax re- 
lief for the taxpayers.

The salary of City Attorney 
Leon Scroggins for the last half 
of this month was withheld from 
payment by the City Council 
Monday night as the result of 
a debate over the status of two 
circuit court cases involving 
two former Granite City police 
officers and substantial judg- 
ments against the city in both 
of those cases. 

Scroggins’ half-month salary 
of S346 was separated fram the 
regular payroll list on a motion 
by Aldermari Sam Whitmer who 
stipulated as part of the motion 
that the salary not be paid until 
the attorney ‘gives the council 
a satisfactory explanation of his 
handling of appeals in the two 
circuit court cases. 

Whitmer noted that Scroggins 
was not present at the Monday 
night meeting ‘‘at a time when 
we're badly in need of legal 
advice,’ and added that ‘‘we’re 


paying him for his services and. 


not getting any.” 

Scroggins submitted his resig- 
nation as city attorney at the 
April 16 council session, but the 
council refused to accept it be- 
cause, the aldermen contended, 
state law requires the city at- 
torney to continue in service 
until a qualified successor is 
appointed. 

Whitmer said the council par- 
ticularly needed advice as to 
what it should do concerning 
two court rulings received by 
the aldermen Monday night, dis- 
missing appeal procedures in 
circuit court cases—one involv- 
ing Richard Bell and the other 
involving Louis Mank, both for- 
mer members of the police de- 
partment. 

While circumstances differed 
in the two cases, both were dis- 
missed by Circuit Judge Fred 
Schuman on grounds that re- 
quired records, necessary to 
consideration by the Appellate 
Court, had not been filed within 
time limits specified by law. 

Bell filed suit against Granite 
City on Oct. 22, 1971, following 
an injury which resulted in his 
being placed on a disability pen- 
sion amounting to half of his 


salary. Bell contended that un- i 


der city ordinances, the city 
was required to pay the other 
half of his salary. 
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Attorney's salary held up 


court cases 


The circuit court, on Aug. 15, 
1972, held in Bell’s favor and 
issued judgment against the city 
in the amount of $5,560 which 
the court said was due Bell up 
to that time. The city gave no- 
tice on Nov. 3, 1972, that it 
would appeal the ruling. 

In this case, Judge Schuman 
held that a Supreme Court rule 
required the report of the pro- 
ceedings to be filed within 49 
days after the filing of the no- 
tice 01 appeal. 

“This was not done, nor was 
any extension sought to file the 
report of proceedings,” the rul- 
ing said. 

The second case involved pro- 
ceedings filed by Mank after 
he was discharged from the pol- 
ice department in December 
1969. He sought reinstatement 
through a circuit court admin- 
istrative review of the dismissal 
order by the Board of Fire and 
Police Commissioners. 

The circuit court upheld Mank 
and ordered his reinstatement. 
The Appellate Court in Septem- 
ber 1972 reversed the circuit 
court in part and remanded the 
case back to the Board of Fire 
and Police Commissioners for 
reconsideration of two charges 
contained-in the original

By 1893 the congregation had 
grown to 54 members and the 
Motherhouse and Novitiate were 
moved to the convent of Our 
Lady of the Sacred Heart at

MULTI-RATE SALES TAX 
WOULD CREATE CHAOS 
To the Editor: 

The Illinois House has- voted 
approval of Speaker W. Robert 
Blair's bill, H.B, 634, to reduce 
he sales tax on food and medi- 
cine by two cents. 

In IRMA * publications we 
have referred to this as a pro- 
posal that would create bedlam 
in the marketplace. 

Our concern for the frustra- 
tion and confusion this would 
force on customers, the horren- 
dous job of policing this. would 
require of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Revenue, and the im- 
possible task of a multi-rate 
“sales tax’’ at food store check- 
out counters were ignored by 
legislators anxious to be “on 
record” favoring tax relief. 

This action in fact will not 
represent a saving for tax- 
weary Illinoisans. Playing poli- 
tics with state financing in the 
name of a tax saving is a cruel 
game at best. 

‘Additional costs for training, 
marking and handling mer- 
chandise where different rates 
are involved would be substan- 
tial. These costs would, of nec- 
essity, be reflected in prices 
to consumers. 

A multi-rate tax immediately 
provides numerous opportuni- 
ties for honest mistakes at the 
checkout counter—wrong deci- 
sions as to which rate would be 
applicable. , 

Alternatives could include a 
system of credit or exemption 
on income tax, or an across- 
the-board rate reduction. 

Before the General Assembly 


are a number of “tax relief” 
proposals. 

Responsibility “for maintain-

A proposed Madison County 
land use plan to be considered 
by the County Board May 16 
calls for land allocations 
amounting to 27.21% for resi- 
dential use, 22.50% for streets, 
public areas and parks, 2.34% 
for commercial purposes and 
7.91% for industrial use. 

Another 2.259% is listed as 
water area, and the remaining 
37.75% as vacant territory. 

Of the 205 acres for each 
1,000 persons, 55.80 acres are 
shown ‘as residential, 4.70 com- 
mercial, 16.20 industrial, 46.10 
streets ‘and parks, 4.60 water 
and 77.38 acres vacant. 

Land use ‘allocations resulting 
from an allocation model and 
from Madison County Regional 
Plan Commission recommenda- 
tions are said to provide for 
flexibility of the plan by in- 
creasing the amount of land in 
each category by at least 50%. 

This is considered a. desir- 
able feature because it serves 
to reduce potential land specu- 
lation and to provide greater 
locational choice in develop- 
mental decisions, the tentative 
plan asserts. 

The proposed county plan is 
a revision and refinement of 
land use and transportation ele- 
ments of a 1969 proposal which 
was never acted upon. 

Purpose of the new plan 
is to indicate the location, 
amount, kind and intensity 
of existing and’ projected 
land uses and their support- 
ing transportation network 
to approximately 1990. 

The primary basis for plan 
decisions and land use alloca- 
tions is contained within the 
description of methodology used 
in plan formulation. 

The pian is a guide for future 
growth and development within 
the county and is based on “the 
best information available at 
this time.” 

The proposed 1973 plan is de- 
signed to be flexible in nature 
and is presented in a general- 
ized manner rather than as a 
very detailed and specific guide 
for developmént 

Factors of ever-constant 
change, of new information and 
of new technologies dictate that 
the plan be a guide, not a blue- 
print for the future. It must be 
reviewed and revised periodi- 
cally if it is to effectively per- 
form its purpose, the document 
relates. 

‘The Madison County Regional 
Plan is designed to complement 
and work with other functional 
plans concerning Madison 
County. 

Plans in the functional areas 
of parks, recreation, water, and 
sewer systems were of special 
importance to this plan, 

Additional interim water qual- 
ity management plans and on- 
going planning programs in the 
water-sewer, drainage and 
transportation fields were util- 
ized in the plan’s construction 
and will be crucial in its im- 
plementation. 

These are regional plans and 
the Madison County Regional 
Planning. Commission has en- 
dorsed a regional concept of 
providing se wage treatment 
and collection services. 

The Madison County Planning 
Commission has conceptually 
approved the provision of sew- 
age trunk lines across the 
American Bottoms, connecting 
with the Edwardsville and Glen 
Carbon sewage system, and 
transporting that sewage to the 
Granite City treatment plant, if 
cost effectiveness can be dem- 
onstrated. 

Park proposals on the land 
use map are those recommend- 


ed by the parks plan previously 
mentioned. 

The basic conceptual de- 
sign of the land use plan 
encourages urban growth to 
locate in and adjacent to 
existing urban centers or 
corridors to maximize the 
benefit of existing and pro- 
posed urban servicces. 

All major development areas 
are designated with this con- 
cept as a basic guide and scat- 
tered development is discour- 
aged in other areas. 

‘A discussion of specific de- 
velopment areas is contained 
within sections of the plan de 
voted to the five planning dis- 
tricts within the county. 

Land use allocations are 
based on an average land use 
allocation model in conjunction 
with other studies, reports, 
planning programs ‘and Plan 
Commission recommendations. 

Allocations are based on a 
numerical ratio of land use 
acreage needs to projected pop- 
ulation. Planning districts form 

units for land use 


Major \ocational constraints 
precluding or limiting develop- 
ment within all planning dis- 
tricts of the county included: 

1. The delineation of, areas 
subjected to floodies, ~- peading 
and studies in. progress ‘afvolv- 
ing such areas. 


2. vnysical «evelopmental 
constraint — including unfavor- 
able soils conditions, high water 
tables and steep slopes. 

3. The availability of urban 
services and existing planning 
programs in progress. 

4, Transportation access, 

5. Developmental trends. 

Two major land. categories, 
agriculture and floodable areas, 
ate delineated but ae 
ally compatible. Agricittural 
jand uses said to be generally 
a normal and expected use of

Virtually all of the American 
Bottoms is protected by exist- 
ing levees and is not considered 
as an unprotected floodplain. 

However, because of the vast 
size of the American Bottoms, 
some significant development 
problems exist in part of the 
area. 

Hillside and internal 
drainage and ponding and 
Darwin-type soils constitute 
the major developmental 
concerns. However, consid- 
erable work is in progress 
to more precisely identify 
the nature and extent of

Described as one of the most 
important American Bottoms 
programs in progress is a Unit- 
ed States Army Corps of Engi- 
neers drainage program. 

This is expected to result in 
proposals and programs for 
drainage impoundment areas in 
the Madison County portion of 
the American Bottoms, 

Development within any of 
the areas identified on the land 
use map as having internal 
flooding or ponding problems 
could adversely affect a future 
impoundment area, and solution 
of the drainage program, it is 
asserted. 

During and upon completion 
of the drainage studies, devel- 
opmental proposals should be 
reviewed within the context of 
remaining identifiable develop- 
mental conditions, 

Madison County |has_ signifi- 
cant development potential in 
many areas and some identifi- 
able development problems. 

In some ai , the develop- 
ment potential is very good and 
few physical problems should 
be encountered. Other area ex- 
hibit problems previously de- 
scribed and have created devel- 
opment conditions that must be 
dealt with, the plan document 
Telates. 

Land use acreage generated 
‘by the model and jadjusted by 
existing conditions and Plan 
Commission . recommendations 
reflect expected land develop- 
ment in the county within the 
1970s and 1980s. 

Significant differences exist 
between 1969 land) use figures 
and those used in the 1973 ten- 
tative plan. Those differences 
result from population. projec- 
tion ‘differences and a different 
method of classifying develop- 
able land.

Photocomposition, other progress 
by the growing Post Corporation 


Many readers by now are 

somewhat familiar with the 
Post Corporation, owner of the 
Press-Record. Issuance of the 
annual report serves as a re- 
minder to relay some of the 
latest information on the com- 
pany, © : 
The 1972° report issued this 
spring relates that the corpora- 
tion has two principal busi- 
nesses—operation of newspapers 
and broadcast stations, and the 
underwriting, of unusual insur- 
ance risks, 

The broadcast stations serve 
small to medium-sized markets 
in the Upper Midwest. 

The newspapers serve similar 
markets in that region, but also 
include: suburban. papers in the 
St. Louis, Milwaukee and Bos- 
ton metropolitan areas. 


Post Corp.. began as a 
newspaper firm. It has 
published the Post-Crescent 
in Appleton, Wis., since 1920. 

Today’s diversified opera- 
tion was built by a manage- 
ment team that took over in 
the late 1950s. During the 
°G0s, the corporation grew 
irom one operation to 22. 
The insurance operation is 

built around All-Star Insurance 

Corp., of which Post acquired 

contro] in 1969; it now owns 

99.79%, 

All-Star underwrites ‘‘excess 
and surplus” lines—unusual or 
special-situation risks which de- 
mand individual attention by 
underwriters as opposed to 
Standardized risks, such as au- 
tomobile insurance. 

This type of insurance under- 
writing, dominated for many 
years by Lloyds of London, is 
rapidly growing in the United 
States. 

Post Corp. went public in 
1968 with an offering of 132,000 
shares of its common stock (ad- 
justed for a subsequent stock 
split). 

In 1971, the company sold an- 
other offering, this time 190,000 
shares (175,000 by the com- 
pany). No other ciass of stock 
is outstanding. 

The common stock is traded 
over the counter; the ‘Nasda 
symbol for the stock is POST. 
Of the 907,323 shares outstand- 
ing, 377,300 are publicly held. 

Dividends have been paid at 
least annually since 1921. 

President V. I. Minahan in 
his annual message to share- 
holders noted that “Post Corp.

“These dramatic advances in 
newspaper technology bode well 
for the future in the industry. 
We have always been leaders

will continue to be. — 

“The Broadcast Division, 
ter suffering with the rest of 
the industry in a slump that 
began in 1970, started moving 
ahead in mid-1972. 

“The division’s results are 
being held back only. by in- 
creased expenses. at one TV 
station caused by competitive 
pressures. We are confident 
this investment will pay off in 
the futtre. 

“The Insurance Division pro- 
duced excellent results despite

meeting some challenging prob- 
lems. 

“As the excess/surplus lines 
business became more compe! 
tive—which happens with cycli- 
cal regularity in the industry— 
All-Star faced the choice of low- 
ering its underwriting standards 
to maintain premium growth, 
or accepting slower growth and 
maintaining standards. We chose 
the latter course, and came 
through the year with increases 
in both volume and profits. 

“Through most of 1972, the 
company dealt with and over- 
came a per-share comparison 
problem. 

“Qn Nov. 5, 1971, we sold. 
175,000 new shares of common 
stock 40 -the public, Thus, in 
1972, we had to increase con- 
solidated corporate earnings 
23.4% just to remain even on 
earnings per share. 

“The primary purpose of the 
1971 offering was to raise $1.5 
million to add to All-Star’s cap- 
ital, However, we sold enough 
stock to raise $2.5 million, since 
the growth of All-Star indicated 
it might require another infu- 
sion of capital in 1972, and it- 
scemed likely we would make 
another acquisition during 1972.

“We do not believe in making 
acquisitions just for the sake of 
acquiring more properties, 

“During 1973,- we will) no 
longer cope with the per-share 
comparison problem we had in 
1972. 

“More important, we are 
in a strong financial posi- 
tion for expansion—through 
acquisitions, through adding 
more capital to All-Star or 
through whatever other ay- 
enue offers itself. 

“With our operating his- 
tory, our strengths, and 
the opportunities that exist 
in our chosen fields, I look 
forward to the future with 
more confidence than at the 
beginning of any previous 
year,” President Minahan 
concluded, 

The past year’s dramatic in-, 
ternal growth saw net earnings, 
including realized capital gains, 
rise almost 32% without bene- 
fit of any new acquisition, 

Profits increased 9.89% in, 
broadcasting, 19.2% in news 
paper publishing and 33.4% in 
the insurance division. 

This growth enabled Post 
Corp. to reinvest $2,077,000 in 
capital improvements to new:

cast properties ($500,000) with- 
out additional borrowing.

Steel imports. maintain record-setting pace 


Foreign ‘steel mill products 
entered the United States at a 
record-breaking raté during the 
first two months, of 1973, ac- 
cording to the American Iron 
and Steel Institute. 


Government data show that, 
after establishing a new rec- 
ord for January, steel imports 
reached 1,306,000 tons the fol- 
lowing month. This was their 
highest February total ever, and 
increased total foreign mill 
product imports during the first 
two months of this year to 2;- 
687,000 tons, or-20.9% more than 
the 2,223,000 tons imported in 
the comparable period of 1972. 

‘The previous February steel 
import record of 1,058,000 tons 
was set in 1968 when consumers 
were stockpiling against the 
possibility of a domestic steel 
strike. 


The declared value of the for- 
eign steel reaching this country 
also continues to climb. Through 
the first two months of this 
year; it averaged $168.61 per 
ton, or $11.68 per ton mote than 
the $156.93 per tom average de- 
clared value for steel mill 
products imported during the 
same period of 1972. 

Contributing to the substantial 
jump in this year’s steel im- 
ports were large comparative 
increases in imports of foreign 
wire rods, structural shapes, 
hot rolled bars, pipe and tubing 
and sheets and strip. 

Stainless steel imports through 
February were down 21.8% 
from théir 1972 total, primarily 
because of a 31.1% drop in Jap- 
nese shipments, and a 25.6% 
decline in imports from Sweden. 
Overall, however, imports from 


Swedish steel producers were 
up by nearly one-third. 

Alloy steel imports were up 
38.4% compared with the first 
two months of last year—while 
foreign tool steel shipments to 
this country through February 
of this year were running 60.4% 
ahead of their 1972 pace. 

Imports from many countries 
were up substantially over the 
comparable period of last year. 

Steel shipments from Japan, 
for instance, had reached 1,- 
096,000 tons by the end of Feb- 
ruary. This was an increase of

Other developing nations are 
now sending the United States 
substantial quantities of steel.

State budget battle focuses 
on education and public aid 


Copley News Service 


Springfield—The big battle of 
the budget is beginning. 

As Illinois legislators return 
to Springfield after the Easter 
vacation, they are giving se- 
rious attention to Gov. Daniel 
Walker’s proposed $7 billion 
budget. 

Some Republicans are deter- 
mined to tear it to pieces. GOP 
leaders have made no bones 
about the fact that they consid- 
er it a sham and a phony and 
inadequate to meet the needs 
of the state for the coming fis- 
cal year starting July 1. 

Walker fought a verbal battle 
with the Illinois press when it 
questioned his budget in terms 
of only slightly more temperate 
than those being voiced by Re- 
publican lawmakers. The gov- 
ernor is equally determined to 
take on his GOP critics. 

But. while the state’s press 
could only praise or criticize the 
budget, the legislators have the 
power to cut and change it and, 
by doing so, virtually render 
Walker ,impotent as governor. 
This could happen. 

While it will be primarly a 
Republican versus Walker fight, 
some Democratic legislators 
also view. the Walker budget as 
unrealistic and perhaps  mis- 
leading. 

Some of the Capitol’s career 
professionals are saying pri- 
vately that the budget as it now 
stands won't work and could 
lead the state government into 
chaos . 

There are two major areas 
where great differences 
have developed and it is 
around these issues that the 
battle will be largely fought: 
They are education and wel- 
fare. 

State School Supt. Michael J. 
Bakalis, like Walker a Demo- 
crat, has consistently attacked 
the proposed outlays for educa- 
tion and appears determined to 
make an effort to have them 
boosted by the legislature. 

John Corbally, president of 
the University of Illinois, is 
leading a drive by large and es- 
tablished universities for a big- 
ger than proposed slice of the 
higher education pie. 

But it's welfare that may 
scuttle the entire budget. 


Senate President and Major- 
ity Leader William C. Harris, 
Pontiac Republican, insists'that 
the governor is way short in his 
public aid figures and that a de- 

~ ficiency of more than $100 mil- 
lion, perhaps much more, is 
likely. Spending for public aid 
has now approached the $1.5 
billion-a-year mark. 

Harris is considered knowl- 
edgeable in budget matters and 
his views on the public aid pro- 
posals are in close agreement 
with estimates made by the fi- 
nancial staff of the Illinois State 
Chamber of Commerce. Cham- 
ber figures show Goy. Walker 
short by $121.9 million of prob- 
able welfare spending for the 
new ‘fiscal year.

Job market better in foreign language field 


Foreign language students and 
teachers from high schools, com- 


munity colleges and universities . 


in Southern Illinois and Mis- 
souri were challenged at a For- 
eign Language Career Confer- 
ence “to use foreign languages 
to expand their options in an 
ever-shrinking job market.” 

The conference, sponsored by 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville’s department of 
foreign languages, was held in 
sthe Communications Building 
theater. 

“Fields are wide open even 
in this era of tight employ- 
ment,” declared Loyal Gould, 
chairman of the journalism de- 
partment at Wichita State Uni- 
versity, “if foreign languages 
are used as a vocational tool.” 

As keynote speaker, Gould 
drew upon his experiences as 
journalism «professor, | foreign 
language teacher, reporter, and 
foreign correspondent for ma- 
jor news bureaus, for hig ad- 
dress to the conference. ~~ 

He condemned current 
structional methodoligy and ra, 
tionale as short-sighted, and 
relevant only for students who 
submit themselves to being car- 
bon copies of their instructors 
by getting a Ph.D. in philology 
and going out to teach litera- 
ture. 

“If foreign language becomes 
a vocational tool, graduating 
students can use this tool to 
break out of the confines of the 
government or travel industry 
ghetto that the language stu- 
dent is relegated to if he does 
not want to teach,’ Gould said. 

“at the risk of being heretical, 
I think that while the foreign 
language requirement is all to 
the good, there is nothing like 
canceling that requirement to 
bring the language instructor 
back, to the academic market 
place,” stated Gould. “We teach- 
ers need that impetus to give 
our students foreign languages 
as a vocational tool.” 

Taking his field as an exam- 
ple of the need for people with 
foreign languages, he declared, 
journalims needs people with a 
sympathy for foreign people. 
“Nowhere else can yoW get this 
sympathy and be able to com- 
municate it than by mastering a 
foreign language. 

“Now I have been in Saigon 
to report the body count during 
the Vietnamese war, but jour- 
nalism offers far better assign- 
ments around the world to those

they were looking for a good respor 


police reporter. 

However, Gould said, ‘When 
I talked to actual foreign cor- 
respondents out in the field, I 
discovered that...these people 
had a heavy academic empha- 
sis on foreign languages. In ef- 
fect, the people that the foreign 
news editors thought they were 
hiring as foreign correspondents 
and the people they actually 
hired were miles apart in quai- 
ifications.”” 

As an indication of the des- 
perate demand for foreign cor- 


jents, Gould told of the 
Wall t Journal’s plans to 
start a Hong Kong edition, which 
were being stymied by the lack 
af Chinese and Japanese speak- 
ing journalists. The six men 
currently employed in Asia by 
Western news bureaus are in 
their sixties and seventies. 

All of them are “old China 
hands” with expertise dating 
from before the 1949 take-over 
of China by Mao. “When China 
opens up,” Gould declared, “we 
will be in a desperate way to 
staff our Peking news bureaus.”

Budgetary Commission and is 
respected by Capitol profession- 
als for his grasp of state fiscal 
affairs. 

Harris has taken sharp issue 
with Walker on the governor’s 
controversial budget. 

The Senate president’s most 
loyal. friends concede he doés 
not come over well on televi- 
sion. 

AS the top Republican in the 
legislature, Harris has concen- 
trated on offering constructive 
proposals. 


It is Harris, for instance, 
who is chief sponsor of the 
GOP legislative package to 
keep the state’s highway 
program in high gear in the 
face of threatened major 
cutbacks. 

He played a siegificant 
role in the legislative com- 
promise which produced a 
temporary solution to the 
Chicago Transit Authority 
funding problem. And he is 
expected to have a major 
say in the final outcome of 
the budget battle. 


Harris early, quietly but firm- 
ly, rejected suggestions that the 
Republican - dominated _legisla- 
ture should concentrate on mere- 
ly "being a Walker critic.

His strategy has picked up a 
bonus in that many Democrats 
in both the House and Senate 
have despaired) of Assembly 
leadership from the new gover- 
nor, and also have been initiat- 
ing program of thir own. 

A number have been marked- 
ly similar to those of the GOP 


and thus has emerged an un- 
usual bipartisan legislative com- 
bine, sometimes in direct con- 
flict with the Democratic gov- 
ernor.
